British Take Offensive... 

The following report comes‘from Field 
Marshal Sir John French, commander o 
the British forces, under today’s date: 

“Yesterday German attacks were 
repulsed. In the afternoon our troops 
took the offensive and made progress 
near St. Julien and to the west of 
that place. 

“The French co-operated on our 
left and further to the north they 
retook Het Sas. 

“In the course of yesterday's fight- 
ing our artillery took full advantage 
of several opportunities for inflicting 
severe casualties on the enemy. 

“In addition to the destruction of 
Courtrai Junction, mentioned in the 
communique last night, our airmen 
yesterday bombed successfully sta- 
tlons and junctions at the following 
places: Tourcoing, Roubaix, Ingel- 
munster, Staden, Langemarck, Thielt 
and Roulers.”’ 

The official statement from the French 
War Office says the French consoli- 
dated their position and continue to 
make progress to the north of Ypres 
and on the heights of the Meuse. -The 
summit of Hartmans-Weilerkopf, in Al- 
sace, which was taken from the French 
yesterday morning, was recaptured by 
them last evening. 

British Strongly Reinforced. 
. German headuqarters today gave out 
the following statement dealing witb. 
the operotions yesterday near Ypres and 
in France: 

“The British attacked in Flanders 
with very strong forces th? new line our 
positions north and northeast of Ypres, 
which runs from three to four kilome- 
ters south of the previous line from 
ciose to the north of Dechoudt farm on 
the Yser Canal, by way of St. Julien, in 
the direction of Grafenstafel. ~* 

“These assaults, which partly were at- 
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“The enemy's fire completely demol- 
ished the houses in Lizerne which were 
vacated by us during last night. The 
bridge head situated on the left bank of 
the canal, immediately to the east of 
Lizerne, still is held by us. 


“In the engagements hitherto fought 
at Ypres, our troops took 50 machine 
guns. 

“We have commenced to bombard the 
important railway junction and military 
headquarters at Poperinzhe, about: 12 
kilometers (nearly eight miles) west of 
Ypres, with appreciable success. 

“The enemy repeatedly commenced at- 
tacks last night against our positions 
on Hartmans-Weilerkopf. All his at- 
tacks failed.”’ 

With a strong German offensive also 
vnder way at St. Mihiel, the two points 
where the German offensive ceased be- 
fore Christmas—on the Yser and at St. 
Mihiel—have been chosen for the re- 
sumption of activities in the spring. 

News from Holland gives the informa- 
tion that long trains of German rein- 
foreements going to the front are pass- 
ing equally long trains of wounded 
bound for the base hcspitals. There is 
no likelihood, therefore, that the battle 
will be over for some days, as tne Ger- 
mans have made immense preparations 
im men end material for their offensive.

WASHINGTON, April 27.—The De- 
partment of Agriculture has found a 
way to concentrate grape juice and help 
the boom started by Secretary Bryan 
when he adopted that drink as his 
strongest beverage. bryan is delighted. 

‘‘The more the better,’’ he said. 

The department ias a method by 
which the juice is concentrated into a 
syrup suitable for use in soft drinks 
and as an adjunct to cooking. 

The method consists in converting the 
juice into a solid by freezing, cracking 
this ice into pieces the size of a wainut 
and whirling it in a centrifugal machine 
such. as is used in separating molasses 
from sugar in sugar making.

REECTED YOUTH 
CAUSES GIRL TO BE 
HS EXECUTIONER 


Has Her Pull String Which, Un- 
known to Her, Is Attached 
to Revolver. 


HE IS SHOT IN THE HEAD 


Connecticut Youth Was Grand- 
son of George A. Hearn, 
New York Merchant.

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., April 27.—Miss 


Emily Wheeler, 20 years old, daughter 
of Arthur Deforest Wheeler, a banker 
of Bridgeport, was seriously ill at her 
home today and police guards would per- 


mit no one to see her to ask for addi- 
tional details of the story she told early 
today of having been made the execu- 
tioner of Arthur Hearl Cowl, 22, to whom 
she had been engaged. 

According to her story, Cowl, a grand- 
son of the late millionaire New York 
merchant, George A. Hearn, asked her 
to pull a string which he held and when 
she did so a revolver he had concealed 
was discharged and he was wounded 
in the temple, dying later at a hospital 
Clarkson Cowl, father of the young 
man, said today he knew nothing of the 
string and said simply his son had 
killed himself. 

Cowl went to the home of his flancee 
in Stratferd, Conn., early in the even- 
ing. According to the story told later 
by Miss Wheeler and her father, she 
broke the engagement and handed him 
the engagement ring he had given her. 
Cowl put the ring in his pocket and aft- 
er a moment or two handed Miss Wheel- 
er the end of a piece of string. 

Smiling, he said ¢o her: ‘Will 
please give this string a pull?” 

“What will happen then?’’ she asked. 

‘Pull :t and see,’’ Cowl said with an- 
other smile. 

Cowl Falls Mortally Wounded. 

Miss Wheeler gave the string a jerk 
and the sound of a revolver shot fol- 
lowed. Cowl fell unconscious with a 
revolver wound in his temple. At the 
same time a revolver dropped to the 
floor. Tied to the trigger was the other 
end of the string. 

The story of the tragedy was told by 
Miss Wheeler and her father, who had 
been with his daughter and Cowl fora 
short time after the young man reached 
the Wheeler home. Wheelér had talke2 
briefly with Cowl and then gone out cn 
the porch leaving the young couple 
together in the reception room. Miss 
Wheeler said she and Cowl talked for 
some time before she told him their en- 
gagement was broken and gave him 
back his ring. The tragedy followed. 

A police ambulance was rushed from 
bridgepcert at top speed and the young 
man was put into it. The four miles be- 
tween the Wheeler home and the Bridge- 
port Hospital were made in record time. 
Cowl reached the hospital at i11:20 p. 
m. and though a large staff of physi- 
cians and surgeons worked over him, he 
died at 12:19 o'clock this morning. He 
made no statement of any kind after he 
was carried to the hospital. 

Miss Wheeler, who has been a belle 
since she made her bow to society, hur- 
ried with her father in an automobile 
to the hospital and remained there until 
after Cowl’s death. 

No explanation was gfven, so far as 
could be learned, of Miss Wheeler's 
reasons for breaking the engagement, 
but it is certain tnat Cowl expected 
her to do so and planned the tragedy. 
His manner when he arrived at thea 
Wheeler home last night, it is said, im- 
pressed neither Miss Wheeler nor her 
father, they said, as unusual; he did not 
seem to be laboring under any excite- 
ment. Several months ago Cowl suf- 
fered a nervous breakdown and was 
sent to Bermuda, whence he returned 2 
week ago. 

One of Grandfather's Heirs. 

Cowl was a son of Clarkson Cowl, 
president of the Central Mercantile As-

sociation of New York. His mother 
was a daughter of George A. Hearn, 


who was a member of the New York 
retail dry goods firm of James A. Hearn 
& Son, and who left an estate valued 
at from $10,000,000 to $15,000,000. 

Cowl’s mother held in trust for him 
and another grandson of Gibson A. 
Hearn, the merchant, 1680 shares of the 
firm of James A. Hearn & Son, to he 
divided equally. There was also a pro- 
vision in George A. Hearn’s will that 
the grandsons be admitted to member- 
ship in the firm when Mrs. Cowl or the 
surviving partners deemed it advisable 
The youth was a nephew of the late 
Arthur S. Hearn, whose widow became 
the wife of Domicio de Gama, Brazil- 
ian Ambassador at Washington.

As Mrs. Campbell and Mrs. Burkham 
sit side by side an observer is struck 
by the remarkable accentuation of the 
natural resemblance that has _ been 
achiev ed by deft dressmakers, hair- 
dressers and maids, despite the wide 
difference in their ages. In the lines of 
their gowns, the style of their hats, the 
dressing of their hair and the werg- 
ing by each of a necklace that is 
brought out strikingly by a square-cut 
corsage, there is such close similarity 
as to have caused comment. As to the 
degree of facial resemblance, 
who have studied them differ in opin- 
ior. 

Mrs. Campbell sits besides William 
Nelson Cromwell, New York. lawyer.

time that she is in court. 

Mrs. Burkham is accompanied by her 
husband, Elzey G. Burkham, who sits 
ciose behind her, and bends his head 
close to hers as they talk together.

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SUN'S SPOTS PUT 
WIRELESS PLANTS 
DUT OF SERVIC 


St. Louis Observers Count 25, 
20,000 Miles Across; Magnetic 
Disturbance Results. 


The sun is misbehaving so badly again 
that wireless telegraph stations in St. 
Louis, except those of the most powerful 
range, are practically out of business. 
There are more than 100 small private 
wireless stations in the city, most of 
them belonging to amateurs. 

The apparent cause of the trouble is 
sun spots. At one time this morning, 
observers at Christian Brothers’ Col- 
lege counted 2 spots, the largest esti- 
mated at 20,000 miles tn diameter. They 
were separated into three general 
groups, one 25 degrees north of the 
equator, one 2% degrees south and one 
just disappearing over the rim north of 
the equator. Brother Herbert, physicist 
and astronomer, estimated the great- 
est width of the spot area at 300,000 
miles. In addition several whitish 
“scars,” or marks of old sun spots, were 
observed. 

The exact tause of sunspots has 
never been agreed upon by astrono- 
ners. It known, however, that in 
periods of greatest activity, or once in 
every 10 or ll years, the phenomenon 
is attended by great disturbances in . 
the earth's magnetic field. It is this 
disturbance which makes trouble for 
the wireless. 


KITCHENER CHARGES GERMANS 
HAVE SHOT BRITISH PRISONERS 


Officers Insulted and Frequently 
Struck, Even When Wounded, He 
Tells House of Lorda. 

LONDON, April 27.—War Secretary 
Kitchener told the House of Lords today 
that British prisoners had been, Insulted, 
maltreated and even shot down by their 
German captors. He made a statement 
to the House on this subject, tn which 
he sald in part: 

‘T have been forced with reluctance 
to accept as indisputably true the mal- 
treatment by the German army of Brit- 
ish prisoners. The Hague convention 
has been flagrantly disregarded by Ger- 
man officers. Our prisoners have been 
stripped and maltreated in various ways 
and in some cases the evidence goes to 
prove that they have been shot in cold 
blood. Our officers, even when wounded, 
have been wantonly insulted and fre- 
quently struck.

zoo unless, funds were provided imme- 
diately by the city for the proper hous- 
ing of the animals. 

The board members ‘propose that the 
gift, if made, shall be permanent and 
that St. Louis must surrender its plan 
for an attractive zoo. 

Notice of ‘this proposed action was 
served upon Mayor Kiel and Comptrol- 
ler Player yesterday afternoon by 
George Dieckman, president of the Zoo- 
logical Society, and Robert H. Keiser 
Dieckman and Keiser are the only two 
members of the Zoological Board. They 
called at the city hall to see what could 
be done about the $50,000 the Zoological 
Society believes is needed for a new 
animal house. 

Promise to Try to Get Money. 

The Mayor at first told them he did 
not see where any money for the zoo 
was coming from. Dieckman then told 
the Mayor that a resolution had been 
prepared recommending that, as_ St. 
Louis could not care for the animals, 
the Aldermen should vote the prope. 
authority to provide for giving the ani- 
mals to Kansas City, where an adequate 
zoo is maintained in Swope Park. 

Mayor Kiel urged that action upon this 


proposal be deferred for a brief time 


and promised to try to secure $15,000 for | 


temporary buildings at the zoo. 

A meeting of the Zoological Society 
was held last night and the contemplat- 
ed action of the board members was in- 
dorsed. The board members, however. 
were asked to await the speedy appro- 
priation. suggested by the Mayor. 

“If we get $15,000 right away,” said 
Dieckman, ‘‘We can stave things off a 
little. Otherwise it would be cruelty to 
keep the animals here longer.”’ 

Animals Die of Tuberculosis. 

The Zoo Commissioners reported that 
ore cage containing three young lions 
was in such rickety condition that the 
lions Were likely to escape at any time. 
The rain comes through the roof upon 
the lions and bears. 

Two buffaloes, one aoudad and several] 
monkeys have died of tuberculosis in 
the last three weeks, and other animals 
are threatened with the disease. The 
board members say the odors at the old 
arimal house make them hesitate to al- 
low it to be opened to the public.

Animation, Suspended More 
Than Two Hours, Resored by 
the Use of Oxygen. 


NEW YORK, April 27.—A girl baby 
was born to Mrs. Rose Noar, wife of 
headquarters, yes- 
morning at 7 o'clock, at her 
The infant had a 
blue color and was without heart 
The attending physician tried 


artificial respiration,: but later said 
it was dead, as animation had been 
suspended at birth. 


Put Noar telephoned for a pulmotor, 
and the wagon arrived within ten min- 
utes, with four tanks of oxygen. 


Witnin half an hour after the work 
of pumping oxygen into the baby’s 
sungs had been begun she gasped. It 
vas her first sign of life. Still there 
was no heart action, but Noar had the 
work continued. After 9% minutes there 
were two gasps and a twitching of the 
fingers. The doctor held his hand over 
the baby’s heart and found distinct 
pulsation. A few minutes more and 
then came a baby’s cry.

ICELAND ESTABLISHES NEW 
OCEAN LINE TO NEW YORK 


to Be Diverted to America, 
Visitor Says.

BOMB IN TURKISH 
MINISTRY OF WAR 


PARIS, April 27.—A powerful clock- 
work bomb was found hidden yester- 
day in the Ministry of War at Constan- 
tinople, according to a dispatch from 
Saloniki. It was timed to explode at 
an hour when the Council would be in 
session. The meetings of this body are 
attended by Enver Pasha, Minister of 
War, Field Marshal von der Goltz and 
Gen: Limon von Sanders. 
An investigation is said ‘to have dis- 
closed that the bomb was placed in the 
room by a sweep who had come to clean 
the chimney and who then disappeared. 
Several minor officials connected with 
the Ministry of War have been arrested 
on suspicion of beijing his accomplices. 
The police believe the plot was directed 
against the Young Turks and the Ger- 
mans. 
Members of the Committee of Union

Men Pat to Sleep by Bombs, Then 
Killed by Germans, Wounded Say. 
PARIS, April 27.—The first wounded 
soldiers who have arrived in Paris from 
the Yser speak with scorn of the as- 
phyxiating bombs used by the Germans. 
“Their famous bombs killed nobody,”’ 
said one of the wounded Frenchmen. 
“They just put to sleep those who 
breathed the fumes. Then the Ger- 
mans came up and killed the sleepers. 
Fortunately help came and we finished 
by smashing them.”’ 

Basing their opinions upon descrip- 
tions of the fumes, chemists generally 
are of the opinion that the bombs can 
do little harm in the open air and re- 
quire so many favorable conditions as 
to make their successful use limited. 
The War Office last night announced 
a means of protection had been put 
into service against the asphyxiating 
gases.

FORTS UNDER. 


BOMBARDMENT FOR HOURS 


UNABLE TO RETURN FIRE 


Correspondence of the Associated 
Press. 

CHANAK KALESSI, Tuesday, March 
23.—It takes’ courage of the highest or- 
der to handle the guns in a fort under 
bombardment, especially when the bom- 
bardment is the work of a fleet armed 
with the latest of long-range, large- 
Caliber guns, as has been the case 


here recently. 


Owing to the fact that the fire of the | 


allies has in nearly all cases been at 
long range, the Turks who man the 
forts of the Dardanelles hereabouts have 
often been obliged to let a withering 
Cannonade go over them for hours be- 
fore having even the satisfaction of 
firing back, which is admitted to be a 
pleasant relief. The fact that their 
cpponent has things more or less his 
own way produces in the men a strain 
which can only be eased with the order | 
te open fire. 

But with this order comes a test of 
courage which only the best soldier can 
successfully stand. To fiinch means to 
delay the work of others. Seconds often 
are precious then and the artilleryman 
of today has “‘to forget his own person,” 
as an officer here aptly put it. 

Any Serong May Be His Last, 

A heavy coast battery in action pre- 
sents a magnificent spectacle. Uncon- 
sciously every man plays the part of a 
hero. Any second may be his last in life, 
for any instant may send into the posi- 
tion a shell large enough to wreck the 
steel monster he serves and tear the 
man himself to pieces. 

Finally the ships of the antagonist 
have come within range. An observa- 
tion officer, or possibly two or three, 
with as many men, have kept their eyes 
close to range finders and telescopes. 
Terse commands call the men to their 
station. An almost frenzied rush for 
the gun follows. Here a man ties a 
wad of cotton over his mouth and nose; 
another is busy stuffing his ears with 
the same material to lessen the shock 
ef the detonation of the charge. 

Commands begin to be heard. ‘Pieces 
number so-and-so, ready fur fire.’’ 


Shell Slammed Into Gun. 

One of the men on the floor of the 
emplacement wheels a large shell to the 
foot of the ammunition hoist and hooks 
the thing, carriage and all, to the hoist 
jiself. It is carried into position and a 
man on the platform seizes it and with 
a mighty driving swing slams it into the 
chambers. From the left a man pro. 
duces a large can of “fixed ammuni- 
tion’’—enough high explosive to blow 
up everybody in the emplacement. 

A shell from the enemy explodes near- 
by. Nobody seems to care. 

The can of explosive follows the shell 
into the recesses of the gun. The block 
slams home. The shell and charge 
handlers step aside. 

The distance to the target—the war- 
ship—is repeated. The long barrel ele- 
vates itselfias if it were a sentient 


thing, describing at the same time a 
slight sweep sideways. Then the bar- 
re. stops. 


The man on the platform as yet is not 
satisfied. He again turns his levers. 
There is another slight movement of the 
barrel—almost inperceptible to the eye. 
Then, as if shot almost, the man jumps 
aside. 


Fiame and Smoke Burst Forth, 
‘Fire!’”’ comes the command. A man 


yanks a lanyard. Out of the long bar- 
rel bursts a sheet of flame which in a 
fraction of a second is enveloped in a 
cloud of reddish smoke and out of this 
smoke rises majestically the projectile 
—a projectile like those which sank the 
French battleship Bouvet and pierced 
the steel sides of the British battle- 
ships Irresistible and Ocean. 

But more often the shell falls wide of 
the mark, now short, now too far. The 
men meanwhile have again loaded the 
piece. Again the flash, the deafening 
roar and again the breathless expec- 
tancy as to what will become of the 
shell.

A LOWER WATER 


State Accountants Find West St. 
Louis Co. Is Earning 8.8 
Per Cent. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, April 27.—A_re- 
port on the West St. Louis Water and 
Light Co., filed by accountants for the 


‘Fublic Service Commission today, itm 


dicates that the rate charged by the 
company will be reduced approximately 
<0 per cent if the commission adheres to 
its former rulings on fair profits for 
public utilitiy operations. 

The examination by the commission’s 
accountants was the result of complaints 
filed by several hundred citizens of 
Maplewood, Pine Lawn, Ferguson and 
other points in St. Louis County supplied 
with water by the West St. Louis Wa- 
ter and Light Co. 
The complaints charged that the 
rates were excessive and discrimina- 
tory. The report of the accountants 
shows the company earned in 1914 ap- 
proximately 88 per cent on the esti- 
inated value of its property. In other 
cases the commission has hekd re- 
peatedly that 7 per cent is a fair re- 
turn on the actual value of public 
utilities. 

The total operating revenues of the 
company for 1914 were $187,899.37. Operat- 
ing expenses were $60,657.14 and the 
amount allowed by the accountants for 
is $17,600.08, 
making the total expense $78,307.22 and 
the net profits on operations $109,592.15. 
If to the operating revenue is added 
what the accountants list as ‘‘other rev

The report also shows that the amount 
originally invested in capita) stock and 
bonds 1s mire than three times as great 
as the réal value of the property, ac- 
cordimg to a financial report of the 
property made to the brokerage firm of 
Francis & Bro. by J. B. Quigley. 
Quigley’s report shows that the physi- 
cal value of property originally pur- 
chased from the West St. Louis Con- 
struction Co. was $610,013.23. The price 
paid for the property was $1,600,000, of 
which $1,000,000 is capital stock _and $600,- 
000 is first mortgage bonds. 
Additions made from April 1, 1914, from 
which Quigley’s report was taken, to 
April 30, 1914, amounted to §$713,212.07. 
Added to the original value of $510,913.22, 
the present value of the lant is now 
given as $1,223,225.29. 
This amount also has been added to 
the amount of investment on the books 
of the company and increases the invest- 
ment from $1,000,000 to $2,313, 212.07. 
Investigating the discrimination charge 
the accountants found that the company 
sells water to the following cities and 
points in St. Louis County at rates rang- 
ing from 12% cents to more than 61 cents 
per 1000 gallons as follows:

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CHAIRMAN WALSt 
SAYS ROCKEFELLER 
DEFENSE IS WEAR 


He Declares the Publicity in the 
Case Will Prove of Perma- 
nent Benefit. 


CHICAGO, April 27.—Frank P. Walsh, 
chairman of the United States Commis- 


sion on Industrial Relations, returning 
today from Kansas City, issued the fol- 
lowing statement in reply to the answer 
of John D. Rockefeller Jr. to Walsh’s 
comments accompanying the  corre- 
spondence in the Colorado Fuel and Iron 
case: 

“I note that Mr. Rockefeller Jr., de- 
nounces me as a liar. The published 
letters which arouse Mr. Rockefeller’s 
ire are all admitted by him to have 
been written and correctly quoted so 
that his voluminous newspaper asser- 
tion is in no sense a denial of anything 
} given to the press by me. Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s anger and resentment obviously 
grow out of a misconceptiop as to my 
duties. I was not appointed to ‘allay’ or 
smother the causes of industrial unrest 
but to investigate them and make them 
manifest to the world. 

Contradictory Statements, 

“It is interesting and amusing tu note 
that Jesse F. Welborn, president of the 
Rockefeller companies in Colorado. 
gives a labored interview attempting to 
show that no such letters were even 
written; while lL. M. Bowers, chairman 
of the executive committee of the 
ioekefeller interests in Colorado, now 
at Binghamton, furnishes his somewhat 
lame coniribution to the Rockefeller 
defense by confessing the authenticity 
of the correspondence, but declaring 
that it did not amount to anything and, 
besides it had been uncovered by the 
Congressional Coi:nmittee. 

“T must confess a certain degree of 
Cisappointment. however, with Mr. 
Rockefeller’s statement. He fails to 
cxplain, In any way, the mazing confes- 
sions of Mr. Bowers that the Colorado 
Fuel and Iron Co. leads in fixing 
prices and conédttioms of Jabor. He falls 
to set forth the memorandum which he 
declared in his letter of June &, 1914, 
to his publicity agent, Mr. Lee ‘could 
be appropriately used in the letter from 
‘yov. Ammons to President Wilson.’ 

“I also hear many expressions of dis- 
appointment because young Mr. Rooke- 
feller did not make public the draft of 
Mr. Lee's letter referred to in his letter 
of July 2, 1914, with which he was not 
entirely satisfied, but to which he was 
to make certain amendmentg for Gov. 
Ammons. 

Explantion Fragmentary, 

“Also the explanation of Mr. Rocke- 
teller was fragmentary, to say the least, 
in that it did not contain the names and 
locations of the ‘friendly papers’ to 
which the story of the Ludlow massacre 
was to he given as suggested in the tel- 
egram from Mr. Bowers on the morning 
after that unspeakable horror. 

“IT am glad to note that the Rocke- 
feller defense to the Ludlow massacre 
is that the two women and 11 chil- 
dren who met their deaths upon that 
awful occasion were not shot, but 
merely smothered in a pit while the 
bullets from the mine guards of their 
compunies were flying over the mouth 
of the pit. Entire candor, however, 
should have moved Mr. Rockefeller 
to add the additional detail that his 
mine guards, in the guise of State 
militiamen, burneqd down the tents 
and looted the victims before and 
after their deaths. 

Kees Benefit of Publicity. 

“Mr. Rockefeller’s personal abuse of 
myself is in line with the customary 
Rockefeller policy of crushing any in- 
dividual who opposes him in any way. 
I meet it with composure, however, feel- 
ing sure that this very publicity will 
create a sentiment among the American 
people which will prevent a recurrence 
of the Ludlow horror and, perhaps, go 
a long way toward re-establishing a 
republican form of government in those 
communities controlled by .the Rocke- 
feller interests. 

“On account of pressing duties with 
the commission on industrial relations 
I am unable to answer Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s attack in detail at this time. lL 
shall, however, make full reply upon the 
occasion of my next public speech which

BOK, MOOW SAY 


One Change Was to Show Son 
to Be Foundling, Other to 
Make Record Correct Again. 


Mrs. Emma Dorrance of Kansas 
City, widow of John Dorrance, testi- 
fied before Special Master Schofield, in 
the Federal Building today, that her 
husband twice altered the records of St. 
Ann’s Asylum, St. Louis—first to indi- 
cate that their son, Charles F. Dorrance, 
was a foundling: and, second, to re- 
move the false entry previously made. 

Mrs. Dorrance testified yesterday that 
Charles Dorrance was her gon, born 
m February, 1891, in a St. Louis hotel, 
the name of which she could not re- 
member, but which was near Barr’s 
store. Barr’s then occupied the east 
half of the present Railway Exchange 
block, fronting on Sixth street. 

If Charles F. Dorrance is proven to 
be the son of John and Emma Dorrance, 
he will be entitled to the $200,000 estate 
of John Dorrance’s father, the late 
Charles Dorrance. If he its bhown to 
be a foundling the estate, under the 
elder Charles Dorrance’s will, goes to 
collateral heirs. 

The estate consists of Pennsylvania 
coal land and a farm in Chariton 
County, Mo., near Yeytesville. 


Tells of Altering Records, 
Mrs. Dorrance testified late yesterday 


afternoon that in August, 1899, when she 
was .ll] in a Kansas City hospital, her 
husband became angry when she re- 
fused to sign a legal paper with him, 
and threatened to disown their son. Aft- 
erward, she said, when they were recon- 
ciled, he admitted to her that he had 

visited St. Loufs and had engaged a 
woman detective to help him make an 
entry in the records of St. Ann’s to 
show that Charles had been taken from 
that institution. 

The preext on which this was done, 
she quoted him as saying, was that a 
child taken out by -a relative had not 
been adopted, and that he wished to 
change the entry, stating that ii had 
been adopted. Instead, she said, he 
made an entry showing his wife to 
have taken a child from the asylum. 

Resuming her story this morning, 
she said her husband promised her 
to remove this false entry from the 
books, and she said they went to the 
institution twice together. 

One Line Remaining. 

The first time, in 1904, they were 
not permitted to see the book, but 
the second time, in 1905, Dorrance 
talked one of the Sisters into letting 
him take the book, and, his wife tes- 
tified, he “worked over it with a 
penknife,” and removed a part of the 
entry. There remained a line, which 
has heen introduced in evidence, 
where the name looks more like 
Doran or Donnan than Dorrance. 

She then presented letters which she 
said were written to her by her hus- 
band’s mother and other relatives, be- 
fore and after the child’s birth, express- 
ing solicitude, and tending to show that 
a child was expected. She also showed 
infant garments which she said ‘‘Moth- 
er Dorrance,’’ in Pennsylvania, had sent 
to her. 

Mrs. Dorrance indicated that the hotel 
where, she says, the boy was born, may 
have been the Barnum, at Sixth street 
and Washington avenue. She said she 
believed she had heard Dorrance call 
it by that name. 

She said her husband was at the hotel 
with her and that she thought the at- 
tending physician was a Dr. Mudd. He 
was about 65 years old and wore a 
beard, she related. The nurse, who was 
called Lottie, she said, she never saw 
before or since. 

At that time, Mrs. Dorrance testified, 
she and her husband were living on his 
farm near Keytesville, Mo., and she 
came to St. Louis, she said, because of 
a quarrel between Dorrance and her 
brother, Frank Timmonds. This quarre', 
she said, was caused by Dorrance’s re- 
quiring her to ride on the seat of a 
lumber wagon when they went to town 
and his refusal to hitch up the surre; 
for her. 

Mrs. Dorrance, telling of her early 
life, said she was born 54 years ago in 
Ogle County, Ill., and as a girl, was a 
rovitiate in a religious order, but did 
not take its final vows. She said she 
came to St. Louis in 1884 to work as a 
seamstress, that she met Dorrance, un- 
der the name of Johnson, in 1886, and 
that she married him in 1888 at Louis- 
ville, sttil supposing his name to be 
Johnson. When he ook her to Keytes- 
ville and told her his real name, she in- 
sisted on another marriage ceremony, 
but this was not performed until almost 
a year later, in Windsor, Ontario, across 
the river from Detroit.

John D. Rockefeller Jr., in his answer to the 
charges made by Frank P. Walsh, presents a pite- 
ous picture of outraged virtue. 

He is properly horrified at the accusation thet 
he had dictated letters defending the Colorado 
Fuel and Iron Co., these letters to be signed by 
Gov. Ammons and sent to President Wilson, as 
expressing the original, dispassionate and discrim- 
inating views of the Governor of Colorado on the 
strike situation. 

All Mr. Rockefeller did, according to Mr. Rocke- 
feller himself, was to send a “memorandum” to 
his employe, Mr. Lee (and, mark you, only a 
“suggestive memorandum” at that). And all Mr. 
Lee did was to incorporate it into a “draft” and 
hend it to Maj. Boughton. And all Maj. Boughton 
was supposed to do was to hand this draft on to 
Gen. Chase. And all Gen. Chase was expected to 
do was to furnish this ‘‘concrete suggestion” to 
Gov. Ammons. And all Gov. Ammons was count- 
ed on to do was to make in the draft any 
rhetorical changes which might appeal to him as a 
stylist, append his autograph and forward it to the 
President of the United States. And all Presi- 
dent Wilson was intended to do was to swallow it. 

Apparently some painful hitch took place in the 
transformation from the humble caterpillar of the 
draft into the goreous butterfly of the Governor’s 
letter. According to Mr. Rockefeller, the dis- 
tracted chief executive of Colorado never received 
the “suggestive memorandum.” 

So Mr. Rockefeller’s interesting experiment of 
using a Governor of a Sovereign State as a press 
agent to “‘accelerate” the President of the United 
States failed of practical results.

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DR. BARTHOLDT’S LANGUAGE.

We ene IIe P ) 
quoted Ambassador von Bernstorff’s frank state- 
ment that the United States was the only nation 
in position to sell war munitions because ‘all the 
countries capable of a noteworthy production of 
war material are either at war themselves or 
completing their armaments and have accordingly 
prohibited the exportation of war material.” 

We quoted Dr. Bartholdt thus: 

The only argument ever made in this coun- 
try against the embargo in arms is that it 
would be an unneutral act. But how can it 
be unneutral to prohibit an unneutral act? 
Italy, Sweden, Holland, Norway, Denmark and 
Switzerland have prohibited the sale of muni- 
tions to the fighting powers. All of these 
countries are poor alongside the great United 
States, yet they openly declare against it, 
while we grab a profit wrung from the tears 
of widows and orphans. 

Here is Dr. Bartholdt’s own version of what he 
said: 

The only argument which was ever ad- 
vanced by the pro-British press or the powers- 
that-be in Washington against an embargo on 
arms is that it would be an unneutral act. 
Now, if according to Moore, the manufactur- 
ers are guilty of an unneutral act in furnish- 
ing war materials to either side, how, I ask So , Bey Ae 
you, can it possibly be unneutral to prohibit : E eT C 
an unneutral act? While, as Moore says, the 
Government is not obliged to prohibit it, yet 
it is perfectly plain that the spirit of its own 
neutrality would require it to do so. The fact 
is, it is a question of American policy, and we 
can settle it to suit ourselves without the 
consent of any other nation on earth. All 
other neutral countries—lItaly, Holland, Swe- 
den, Norway, Switzerland and Denmark, have 
put a stop to the expodrtation of war ma- 
terials, ANIX NONE OF THE BELLIGER- 
ENTS HAS RAISED A QUESTION ABOUT IT. 

All those countries are poor as compared 
with the United States, yet they decline, while 
we eagerly grab the profits bathed in the blood 
of our fellowmen and the tears of widows and 
orphans, ; 

Dr. Bartholdt insists that the final quoted sen- 
tence should stand by itself and not be taken in 
connection with his previous remarks. But the 
doctor refrained from stating the reasons why the 
other neutral nations have prohibited the exporta- 
tion of war material and contrasted their action 
with that.of the United States which, he said, in- 
humanly continued the exportation of arms. We 
submit that the connection between the remarks, 
ali of them in a speech criticising the United 
States, and the inference drawn therefrom, are not 
only justifiable but inevitable.
